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Walterdale  Playhouse 
(Old  Firehall  No.  6,  1910) 

Edmonton :  $15, 000  for  architectural  designs 
necessary  to  upgrade  the  floor  and  roof  system  to 
meet  building  code  starviards.  Built  as  Strathcona 
Firehall  No.l ,  this  heal  brick  laridmark  was  re- 
named Firehall  No. 6  when  Strathcona  and 
Edmonton  amalgamated  in  1912  and  was  in  use 
until  1 954 .  A  furniture  warehouse  for  the  next  20 
years,  it  deteriorated  until  Walterdale  Theatre 
Associates  leased  it  in  1 974  and  began  restoration . 
Almost  completely  ongind  outside ,  this  is  the  oldest 
remainingfirehall  in  Edmonton  and  Calgai-y .  ( Reg-

Okotoks  Town  HaU  Building  (1903) 

Okotoks:  $9,250  for  an  engineering  study  on 
the  condition  of  the  fowidation  and  a  feasibility 
study  onfacade  and  interior  rehabilitation.  Builtby 
heal  pioneer  carpenter  Charles  Minue  for  the 
town's  first  mayor,  Dr.  Fred  Stockton,  the  buck 
and  sandstone  structure  with  its  arched  unridou's 
and  elaborate  cornice  has  been  a  medical  office, 
dentist's  office,  drugstore,  general  store ,  business 
office,  home  to  the  Union  Bank  of  Canada 
(Okotoks'  first  bank) ,  and  court  house. 

Newbrook  Observatory  and  Residence 
(1951-52) 

Newbrook: 

$10,000  for  a  study 
to  restore,  preserve, 
ar\d  devehp  the  site. 
One  of  several  north- 
ern observation  sta- 
tions, built  from  1946 
on  by  the  Canadian 
government  in  coop- 
eraaon  with  the  Americans,  to  study  the  upper 
atmosphere,  this  Dominion  Observatory  made  the 
headlines  on  4  October  1957  when  photographs  by 
staff  member  Art  Griff  en  confirmed  the  existence 
of  the  world' s  first  artificial  satellite .  Sputnik  I . 
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Saskatoon  Mountain  Historical  Resource 
Complex 

Beaverlodge:  $10,000  for  a  feasibility  stvidy 
to  identify  themes  and  the  economic  basis  for  an 
interpretive  centre  and  $8,000  for  archaeological 
testing.  Applicants  hope  proposed  excavations  will 
uncover  further  evidence  of  the  earliest  knovun 
human  occupation  in  northern  Alberta,  about 
10,000  years  ago. 

Sheriff  Robertson  House  (1913) 

Edmonton :  $7 , 750  for  exterior  rehabilitation 
work.  W.  Scott  Robertson  came  to  the  village  of 
Edmonton  in  1881,  bought  a  general  store,  and 
became  wealthy  from  land  investment.  He  was 
appointed  Deputy  Sheriff  of  the  district  in  1 884 , 
then  Edmonton's  first  Sheriff  in  1905  after  the 
Province  was  formed.  Robertson  was  active  in  the 
social  and  cultural  life 
of  the  community  and 
built  an  opera  hall  on 
Jasper  Avenue .  His 
house  is  an^excellent 
and  unusual  exam- 
ple of  the  internation- 
ally significant  Prai- 
rie Style  pioneered  by 
American  architect 
Frank  Lloyd  Wright 
in  1900.  (Provincial 
Historic  Resource) 


Wood's  Douglas  Fir  Tree  Sanctuary 

Calgary:  $7,500  to 
develop  a  controlled  access 
and  site  protection.  The 
Sanctuary  contains  one  of 
the  last  stands  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Douglas  fir, 
Alberta's  largest  tree, 
known  to  grow  up  to  about 
50  metres  high  and  a  metre 
across.  In  other  areas ,  this 
species  has  almost  disap- 
peared due  to  fire  and  lum- 
bering. Two  trees  at  this 
site  are  95  and  284  years 
old.  (Provincial  Historic 
Resource) 
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Knight/Hancock  Residence  (1926) 

Raymond:  S3,CCCfor  exterior  painting.  In- 
terested in  ranching  and  sugar  beet  production. 
Utah  entrepreneur  Jesse  Knight  sent  his  sons  to  this 
area  in  J  901 .  The  family  bought  56,600  acres  of 
land  and  created  the  toun  of  Raymond,  named  for 
eldest  son.  Oscar  Raymond  Knight.  Raymond 
Knight  set  up  the  region  s  sugar  beet  industry  and 
became  a  renowned  horseman  and  rodeo  organ- 
izer. His  house  combines  an  overall  Prairie  Style, 
developed  by  American  architects  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright andLouis  L .  Sulln  an .  u  nh  classical  detail- 
ing of  vraditioruil  Georgian  Reiiial. 
(Registered  Historic  Resource) 


St.  Peter's  Roman  Catholic 
Church  (1927) 

Strome:  S5 .000  to  upgi-ade  the 
heating  system  and  restore  exterior 
stairs .  This  church  played  a  role  in  the 
social  deielopmem  of  the  SpringLake 
dismct  before  WWU .  It  icas  an  early 
centre  for  German  settlers  who  had 
moved  to  the  areafrom  the  U.S.  after 
1 903 .  ( RegisteredHistoricResource) 


Fraser  and  Seabloom  Block  (1912) 

Calgary :  S  J  5 , 000  for  facade 
restoration.  Promoted  and  inteip)reted  by 
the  Old  Time  Calgary  Society,  this 
commercial  building  u.ith  businesses  on 
the  ground  floor  and  apartments  above  is 
on  the  Historic  Walking  Tour  of  the 
neivly  designated  historical  district  of 
Inglewood,  the  oldest  settled  area  of  the 
city .  The  Fraser  and  Seabloom  Block's 
brick  facade .  featuring  extensive  and 
unusual  sandstone  uork.  is  one  of  the 
most  ort-iate  along  Xinih  Avenue. 
(Potential  Registered  Historic  Resource) 
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Goodridge  Block 
(W.  W.  Arcade  Building,  1911) 
Edmonton:  $25,000  for  struc- 
tural upgrading  and  exterior  wall  and 
storefront  restoration .  The  Goodridge 
Block  is  at  the  west  end  of  the  Jasper 
EastBlock (Jasper  Ave.  hetween97th 
and  96th  Streets),  a  potential  herit- 
age district  in  the  downtown  core.  It 
played  an  important  role  in  Edmon- 
ton's commercial  history.  Con- 
structed by  Neshitt  and  Miller  for 
music  dealer  J.J.  Gourlay ,  the  brick , 
steel,  and  wood,  commercial  and 
apartment  building  was  subsequently 
sold  toL.A.  Goodridge  and  Edrui  R . 
McLaren.  (Municipal  Historic  Re- 
source) 


Camrose  CNR  Station  (1911) 

Camrose:  $15,000  for 
fouruiation  work.  This  Ca- 
nadian Northern  Railway 
Third-Class  station  was 
erected  when  Camrose  was 
served  by  Canadian  Pacific , 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  and 
Canadian  Northern.  After 
GTP  and  Canadian  North- 
ern amalgamated  as  the  Ca- 
nadian National  Railway  in 
1919,  Camrose  became  a  regioiial  rail  centre 
providing  services  from  this  building.  It  was  ex- 
panded until  1952,  but  closed  by  the  mid  1980s, 
and  so  reflects  both  the  boom  and  decline  of  rural 
freight  and  passenger  service  in  central  Alberta. 
The  Canadian  Northern  Society  pro- 
poses to  move  the  building  a  short  dis- 
tance as  required  by  the  CNR,  restore, 
and  renovate  it  as  a  museum,  gift  shop, 
archives ,  and  office . 

Hampton  School  (1904) 

Ohaton:  $4,000  to  upgrade  heat- 
ing. Promoted  and  intrepreted  by  the 
Hampton  Historical  Society,  this  was 
the  first  school  in  the  area,  serving  school 
children  and  early  pioneer  settlers  in  gen- 
eral.

Bed  and  Breakfasts: 


Allison  Residence  (1910) 

1 108  Hewetson  Avenue,  Pincher  Creek 

Non-smoking;  up  to  4  adults;  $3Q  single/ 
$50  double;  homebaking;  open  until  September. 

The  Allison  Residence,  a  Registered  His- 
toric Resource,  is  associated  with  an  early, 
successful  Pincher  Creek  family,  prominent  in 
the  social,  economic  and  political  life  of  the 
community.  It  was  built  by  Emerson  Allison 
who  settled  in  Pincher  Creek  in  1903.  He 
established  a  dray  business  and  hauled  oil-well 
equipment  with  his  brother  Rol,  and  operated 
a  grocer^'  store  on  his  own. 

This  charming  two-storey  frame  house 
reflects  Dutch  Colonial  styling  not  often 
seen  in  urban  settings.  Its  gambrel  roof  and 
dormers  provide  generous  space  in  the  up- 
per level  and  the  beautifully  restored  inte- 
rior, with  its  original  floorplan  and  antique 
furnishings,  retains  much  ot  its  historic  ar- 
chitectural detail.

Heritage  House  (Haig  Residence  1937) 
1 1 15  -  8th  Avenue  S,  Lethbridge 

Non-smoking;  up  to  4  adults;  $35  single/

This  truly  unique  Provincial  Historic  Re- 
source, its  large  rooms  furnished  in  Victorian 
antiques,  was  built  for  Dr.  Arthur  Haig.  He 
attended  medical  school  at  University  of 
Alberta  and  McGill,  and  served  as  a  county' 
doctor  at  Consort  before  moving  his  practice 
permanently  to  Lethbridge. 

The  Haig  Residence  features  some  of  the 
most  elegant  and  radical  architecture  of  the 
1930s.  Calgary  architects  Fordyce  and 
Stevenson  emphasized  space,  volume,  fine 
materials,  proportion,  and  an  open  free  flowing 
floor  plan.  They  combined  International  de- 
sign, shown  in  the  flat  roof  of  varied  levels  in 
asymmetrical  balance,  smooth  white  stucco 
finish,  and  horizontal  lines,  with  Art  Deco  and 
Streamline  \  1  odeme  decorative  influences  such 
as  inset  windows,  a  tiered  pavilion  and  rounded 
canopy  over  the  entrance,  tiled  bathrooms, 
curved  interior  comers  and  a  plaster  floor-to- 
ceiling fireplace.

The  Scheer  family  settled 
here  from  Illinois  in  1909, 
and  after  years  of  bountiful 
harvests,  built  this  grand  Vic- 
torian farm  house  and  bam. 
The  Sproules  purchased  the 
early  local  landmark  in  1985 
and  began  painstaking  and  ex- 
tensive restorations. 

The  three-storey  stately 
house,  filled  with  antiques,  handmade  quilts 
designed  and  created  by  Vera  Sproule  and  fine 
fiimiture  reproductions  expertly  crafted  by 
Winston  Sproule,  was  featured  in  Hallmark's

The  large,  four-storey, 
Queen  Anne  style  Devilder 
House,  a  30  room  restored 
ranch  house,  was  part  of  the 
original  St.  Ann  Ranch  Trad- 
ing Co.,  formed  in  1905  by  a 
group  of  aristocratic  French 
cavalrymen  from  Brittany 
who  established  a  French  set- 
tlement in  the  area.  From 
1931  to  1971,  Martha  and 
Ernest  Frere  lived  on  and  op- 
erated the  ranch  until  they 
sold  it  to  grandson  Louis  and 


his  witc  Lcirene.  Visitors  are  w  elcome  to  wan- 
der through  the  house  and  pore  over  their 
collection  of  historic  letters,  diaries,  and  over 
600  photos  of  early  ranch  life.  The  family  has 
also  built  an  interpretive  centre  with  displays, 
artifacts,  and  photos. 

The  St.  Ann  Ranch  is  a  Provincial  Historic 
Resource.  The  Freres  have  furnished  the  main 
house  with  antiques  and  period  artifacts  and 
also  operate  a  Tea  House,  from  May  to  end  of 
September.

Originally  a  boarding 
house  built  by  American  Mormon  E.J.  Ivans, 
who  emigrated  in  1896  from  the  US,  it  used 
surplus  stone  from  the  Mormon  Temple.  The 
Ellison  family  purchased  the  home  in  1946  as  a 
private  residence.

Originally,  this  was  a  22  x  34  ft.  log  house 
constructed  in  1899  by  Joseph  Young,  who 


came  to  Cardston  to  establish  the  Mormon 
Colony.  In  1913,  Belgian  carpenter  Henr\-Hoet 
hired  to  work  on  the  Alberta  Temple  and  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Hotel  m  Waterton,  covered 
the  original  logs  with  stone  and  added  rooms 
completely  of  stone.  Some  sections  of  Young's 
log  house  remain  at  the  core  of  the  low  and 
rambling  building. 

Finely  crafted  details  in  this  Pro\-incial  His- 
toric Resource  include  the  rare  cobblestone 
facing,  complex  mlaid  ceiling  and  trim  of  rare 
hardwoods  salvaged  from  the  Alberta  Temple 
construction,  and  doors  and  windows  of  unu- 
sual proportion.

The  two  and  a  half  storey  frame  house  with 
low  hip  roof  and  wide  porches  was  built  for 
incoming  NWMP  "E"  Division  commanding 
officer,  Superintendent  R.B.  Deane,  who  often 
entertained  visiting  dignitaries  in  his  residence. 
In  1914,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
expropriated  the  property,  demolished  all  other 
buildings  and  moved  the  house  to  the  opposite 
end  of  the  enclosure.  In  1929,  it  was  moved 
again  when  private  owners  transported  it  on 
pilings  of  crossed  logs  across  the  Elbow  River,  a 
feat  that  made  the  pages  of  Popular  Mechanics. 
Over  the  years,  it  was  a  boarding  house,  a 
bordello,  and  an  artists'  cooperative. 

Since  1986,  the  Fort  Calgary  Preservation 
Society  has  restored  this  Registered  Historic 
Resource  and  operates  it  as  a  restaurant/tea 
room,  furnished  in  antiques  and  fine  reproduc- 
tions.

West  of  the  main  ranch 
house  is  a  small,  private,  white  bungalow  still 
occupied  by  Janet  MacKay,  a  naturalist,  pho- 
tographer and  artist. 

Robert  and  Doreen  Chalmers  bought  the 
property  in  1988,  and  their  daughter  Jacqueline 
restored  the  Turner  ranch  house  and  opened  it 
as  a  restaurant/tea  house,  furnished  with  heir- 
loom antique  furniture  and  handmade  linens.

The  first  Regional  High  School  in  the  area, 
this  two  room  school  had  a  small  lab  on  the 
main  floor  and  an  activity  room  downstairs.  By 
1 945 ,  the  third  floor  was  used  for  typing  classes. 
After  a  new  high  school  was  built  in  1949,  the 
building  was  used  for  classroom  overflow  and 
storage  until  its  closure  in  1972.  Its  modest 
scale,  decorative  details,  brickwork,  complex 
roof  line  and  gables  show  the  influence  of  the 
English  Arts  and  Crafts  Movement  of  the  late

Vermilion  Kick-off  to  Main  Street 


22  May,  the  Vermilion  Main  Street 
Project  held  an  official  launch  with 
several  events.  Coordinator  Tom  Ward  ran  an 
Architectural  Scavenger  Hunt 
contest  in  the  Vermilion  Stand- 
ard. Photographs  of  building 
details  challenged  the  partici- 
pants to  locate  each  detail  and 
become  more  aware  of  these  his- 
toric elements.  A  Chalk  Art  con- 
test invited  children  to  draw 
their  ideas  for  Main  Street  on

the  sidewalk.  Four  pipers  led  people  on  a  tour  of 
Main  Street,  with  long  time  resident  Kae 
Stewart  describing  the  history  of  each  building 
while  Alberta  Culture  and 
Main  Street  staff  pointed  out 
architectural  details  hidden 
by  modem  materials  applied 
over  the  past  50  years.  All 
afternoon,  Hire-A-Student 
volunteers  held  an  outdoor 
barbecue  in  a  large  festive 
tent. 

Main  Street  presented 
Mayor  Dave  Hughes  with  a 
plaque  to  commemorate  Vermilion's  partici- 
pation in  the  Programme.  Dawn  Flaata,  the 
initiator  of  Vermilion's  application  to  the  Pro- 
gramme, received  a  bouquet  of  flowers.  Larry 
Pearson,  Chief  of  Architectural  Preservation, 
Alberta  Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  de- 
scribed the  building  rehabilitation  process  us- 
ing a  Main  Street  model. 

Vermilion's  participation  in  the  Alberta 
Main  Street  Programme  runs  from  1  Septem- 
ber 1991  to  31  August  1994.  It  will  focus  on 
restoration  of  the  town's  commercial  tum-of- 
the-century  buildings,  as  well  as  organi- 
zational initiatives,  marketing,  and  economic 
development. 


Alberta  Main  Street  to  Assist  National  Trust 

The  Alberta  Main  Street  Programme  has  been  approached  by  Linda  Harper,  Program 
Manager  of  Membership  and  Resource  Development  of  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preser- 
vation in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  help  promote  their  1993  Annual  Main  Street  Meeting 
throughout  Canada. 

We  will  circulate  press  releases,  notifying  all  Main  Street  project  managers  throughout 
Canada  and  ensure  promotion  in  their  newsletters,  collect  conference  rosters  on  architec- 
ture, planning,  and  preservation  with  emphasis  on  downtown  revitalization,  and  arrange  for 
displays  of  National  Trust  conference  material  at  provincial  and  national  meetings.

Gushul  Studio:  A  Gift  to  the 
University  of  Lethbridge 

The  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Founda- 
tion has  given  the  University  of  Lethbridge 
Thomas  Gushul's  1918  Blairmore  studio  and 
adjacent  cottage  for  the  continuing  Artist- in- 
Residence  and  Writer-in-Residence  pro- 
grammes. Professional  artists,  writers,  and  fine 
arts  students  have  used  the  Registered  Historic 
Resource,  purchased  by  the  Foundation  in  1982 
and  carefully  restored,  as  a  retreat  since  1988.

For  the  next  44  years,  he  recorded  the 
history  of  the  Crowsnest  Pass.  Accomplished 


and  sensitive,  he  captured  important  moments 
in  the  personal  histories  of  the  people  of  the 
Crowsnest  in  formal  wedding,  baby,  gradua- 
tion and  funeral  photographs,  as  well  as  stun- 
ning panoramas  of  Fernie,  Logan  Pass,  and 
Waterton  mountains.  His  photographs  were 
used  in  pamphlets,  mine  documents,  posters 
and  historical  books. 

The  studio,  the  only  remaining  working, 
historic  photographic  studio  in  Alberta,  re- 
flects his  love  of  natural  light  for  portraits.  The 
north  wall  and  ceiling  contain  lead-free  X-ray  e 
glass  plates  to  soften  the  tones.
